eases among horses is colic. 
This may be caused by moldy I 
food, a sudden change of food 
Mi* anything else that affects the di­ 
gestive system unfavorably. 
Refusing 
to 
eat, 
pawing, 
groaning, 
looking 
around at tlauk, lying down and get­ 
ting up again are some of the common 
symptoms of colic. A good remedy to 
have on baud for colic Is turpentine, 
one ounce; cannabis indk-u. one-half 
ounce; alcohol, four ounces; water, cue 
pint. This should be shaken well aud 
given as a drench. 
In severe cases a 
veterinarian should lie sent for. 


Barbed Wire Cute. 
Wherever horses are allowed to run 
iu pastures fenced with barbed wire 
thtTe will be frequent need of treat­ 
ment for wire cuts. lu cuse the cut is 
de«*p, with considerable bleeding, the 
first thiug to do is to stop the flow of 
lib*«si. 
Alcohol, viuegar or alum wa­ 
ter is good for this purpose. 
A solu­ 
tion of chloride of iron is still better. 
If the bleeding is from a large v cape I. 
compression will have to la* applied, 
toward the heart if an artery is cut or 
away from it in the case of a vein. 
Usually, however, barbe*! wire cuts do 
ii**t bleed seriously. 
They should be 
(leaned thoroughly with warm water 
to which carbolic acid has been added 
at the rate of I to HJO. 
lf the wound 
“num erates” an opening should ta* made 
at the lower part to allow the pus to 
escape freely. 
The wound should Ik* 
washed dally with a solution of chlo­ 
ride of zinc, one dram to one pint of 
water, and a little powdered iodoform 
sifted on it. This Iodoform aids h**«i- 
iug. prevents the formation of “proud 
tle-h” aud keeps the flies away. 
A 
very bad rut should be dressed by a 
veterinarian, as proj*er treatment will 
reduce the size of the resulting pear.

should be disinfected thoroughly. 
A 
2 lier cent solution of semi* coal u r 
dip or a I Vi per cent solution of car­ 
bolic acid is all right for this purpose. 
The genital organs of the cow should 
be syringed out with this solution 
every three or four days as long ta 
there is any discharge. Co tvs 
that 
huve 
aborted should be kept

away from the

should not be bred for at least ton 
weeks after aborting or until ail dis­ 
charge has ceased.

Tuberculosis. 
Tul*erculosis affects cattle, swine and 
man. It has been clearly proved that 
tuberculosis can he transmitted to 
swine through the milk of affected 
cows, aud it is very probable that it 
can be transmitted to human lyings in 
the same way. 
Tuberculosis can seldom be tokl by 
tile appearance of the animal. Often 
the l»est looking cows iii the herd will 
be the worst affected. Tuberculosis is 
easily transm itted from one cow in a 
herd to another. The only safe way to 
do is to get the herd on a healthy basis 
and keep it there. The tuberculin test 
applied by a competent man is a sure 
means of detecting the disease. 
The 
diseased animals should lie sold to a 
poapmaker at once. 
If the disease 
Is present ouly in certain local parts of 
the body the rest may lie ail right for 
use. 
After the herd is once cleaned 
up no animals should be brought on 
Ihe place that have not been subjected 
to the test. 
in this way only can a 
healthy herd be maintained.

Abortion Is of two kinds, acc kl* a d ­ 
alid chronic . Accidental nta>rtion may 
occur In almost an* chtss of anime!* 


Nature intended that the cow In her 
primal state should give just enough 
milk to suckle tile calf at her side until 
it reached an age when It had acquired 
a taste as well as a capacity for digest­ 
ing other forms of food. 
Any cow of 
later day whose cr.lf is allowed to run 
with her tends to deteriorate In the 
matter of milk production until she 
reaches the above standard. 
On this 
account the practice should be discour­ 
aged with any animal that has capac­ 
ity for dairy* purposes.

to notice the calf and seems to be in 
considerable pain. 
The walk is un­ 
steady, and the animal soon falls an I 
Is unable to rise. 
If not attended to, 
death is very likely to result. 
Th** caus** of milk fever is not def- J 
inltely know u 
Since it occurs only in I 
heavy milkers it may be due to part of 
the milk ta-iug reabsorbed again and 
acting ana poison to th** nerves. Light 
f**edirig for a week ta*fore and after 
parturition is good preventive treat­ 
ment. 
one to tw«* pounds of epsom 
salts given a few* days prior to calving 
will reduce the liability to the disease. 
When the udder Is greatly enlarged 
previous to calving it Is well to milk it 
out. 
The most effective remedy for milk 
fever is what Is known as the air treat­ 
ment. 
This consists in pumping the 
udder full of air, one quarter at a 
time. and working it well to get the 
air into all parts. 
A oomr.oo bicycle 
pump may lie used if a regular milk 
fever outfit is not at band. 
Both tile 
udder and the instrument should be 
disinfected before the treatm ent is 
given 
Hog Cholera 
Hog cholera and the closely allied 
disease, swine plague, arc the greatest 
sources of loss in the swine industry. 
Th** first symptom is a refusal to eat. 
There are red and purple I hitches on 
th** skin and a sticky discharge from 
the eyes. The walk is often unsteady, 
and there is more or less coughing. 
There is ne internal treatment that 
will cure hog cholera. The liest means 
of handling it is by prevent hut. Dogs. 
crows and pigeons carry Infection from 
one herd to another and should he 
kept away with a shotgun if neces­ 
sary. Running stream* also carry in­ 
fection. When there is cholera iii the 
neighborhood no one bnf the regular 
feeder should be allowed in the hog 
lot. The pens should ta* disinfected 
frequently with whitewash or coal tar 
dip. 
Having the hogs divided into 
small lots helps to keep the disease 
from taking the whole herd if it once 
gets a start. All logs that die should 
be buried at once. Wile ii new animals 
are brought on to th** farm they should 
be kept In quarantine for at least a 
week. 
A system of vaccination bar been de­ 
veloped recently .Tat is proving very 
successful.
